The Explicit Directions Given,

At the top of the bhallot the directions
state that 5 cross opposite the name of the
party indicates a vote for aii the candidates
of the partv.

DEATH OF B. L. WOOD.

—

His Sudden End While nt Washington a
Surprise to Many Friends in Pittsburg—
The Outlines of His Busy and Suceessiul
Career,

After an aitack of paenmonia lasting less
thana week, Mr. B. L. Wood, Jr., of this
city, died in Washington at 10 o’clock ves-
day morning in Willard’s Hotel. His
brothers, Charles W. Wood and William
P. Wood, were present at hjs deathbed, -and
at once started with the remains for Pitts-
burg. Tie deceased went to Washington a
month ago on the advice of his physician,
who believed a change of elimate would be
beneficial. Incidenially Mr. Wood repre-
sented before the River and Harbor Com-
mitiee the interest of the Monongahela
Navigation Company, in which he was a
heary stockhelder. That Mr. Wood was a
very sick man was well known in Pittsbure
for several days, but his death has eanszed a
profoynd shock, for Mr. Wood's acquaint-
ance was as wide as his*friendship was
cherished.

Benjomin I. Wood, Jr., was the son of
the late Benjamin Wood, lock tender
at lock No. 2 on the Monongshela river
The deceased was about 46 years of vears,
and spent his bovhood daysin Allegheny
county, being a graduste of the Western
University. lle went into business at a
very earl; agze, first assisting his
father and afterward he was made
cargo inspectar of the Monongahela
Navigation Company, which position he
held until 1879, and then gave .it to his
brother, Mr. William P. Wood,
Sivee that time the deceased has
been engaged in a number of business
enterprises. He was President of the
Monougahela Dredging Company, di-
rector of the Monongahels Navigation
Company and of the Chamber of Commerce,
President of the Charleston and West Vir-
ginia Dridge Company; was associated with
W. W. Alexander Dempster in the real
estate and coul business, owning lands and
mines near Pittshurg and up the Kanawha
river; was at one time director in a bank.

Mr. Woods married twice. but both his
wives died before him. His second wile
was a Miss von Bonnhorst. He leaves no
children, but several brothers and sisters
and u widowed mother, who resides at Brad-
dock. Mr. Wood carried between 150,000
and £200,000 in insurance npon his lite. He
was & man of exceptionable business judg-
ment, being invariably suecessful in his un-
dertakings. Personally he had many frank,
genial and kindly traits of character which
en him 1o very many Pitisburgers.

Movement on Foot Against the Pitts-
" burg Postoffice Management.

FIGURES AND STATISTICS GIVEN,

Which Are Promptly Met and. Answered by
Those Most Interested.

THE VIEWS OF ASSISTANT EDWARDS

The reformers in municipal, county and
State aftairs have been especially active in
Allegheny recently, but within the past
week they have been giving their attention
to the Pittsburg Postoffice, where they allege
the pay rolls gre inflated, and where they
claim ‘many persons are employed for po-
litical effect. The Pitisburg Postoffice, it
is asserted by them, is Senator Quay’s

home office, and that men and
women from distant parts - of
the State are  employed there,

Last wear was the heaviest year in the
history of the Pittsburg Postoffice. The
growth of outside towns seems to have
helped swell the receipts rather than reduce
them. ‘The expenses, it is claimed by these
reformers, however, jumped from 39 per
cent to 42 per cent.  Allowance Clerk Scott
is given as authority for the statement that
the elerks’ pay roll has heen increased from
$48,000 in 1884 to $113,000 in 189L. One of
those interested said: “The percentage of
expense under Postmaster MeCleary, in
1884, was 35 per cent of the gross receipts,
against 42 per dent in 1801, The Piltsburg
Postoffice had 48 carriers in 1884 at a cost of
$45,000, while in 1891 the earriers had in-
creased in number to 133, and the cost had
incremsed to nearly £113.000. The net in-
crease in business last year was $44,000,
The clerks got 514,000 and the earriers $20,-
000, so the Government only got $10,000 or
about 23 per cent of the inerease.
The Clalm That Is Made,

“This wounld indicats that the increased
help given to the effice had almost swallowed
up the increased earnings. In 1890 the per-
centage of cost was 30 per cent of the gross
receipis, while in 1891 it not only cost 39
per cent, but took 34-44 of the new business
and raised the average cost to 42 per cent.
The receipts of the Cleveland, 0., postoffice
are $50,000 less than Pittsburg, but she paid
the Government $14,600 more last year than

Pittsburg, and her expenses are
only 34 per cent of the gross re.
ceipts. The clerk hire in Cleveland

is a trifle over one-half of that
of the Phitsburg office. The receipts of the
Bufialo, N, Y., office are £62,000 less than
Pittsburg, and its elerks’ pay roll nearly
one-half less, and yet it paid last year to
the Government §1,300 more than the Pitts-
burg ofiice. Builalo’s percentage of cost to
gross receipts is 36 per cent. Cleveland
and Buflalo are cited, as they are nearest
Pittsburg in volume of business and popuia-
tion.

““The population nf Pittsburg,” the gen-
tleman continued, ‘‘is 238,000, The gross

receipts of the Pitisburg Postoffice are
&'188.&6. e clerk hire was £113,000. The
amount paid carriers was $114,420. The

amount paid the Govefnment was
$£328,425. The population of Buffalo
ig 254,000, The gross receipts of the Buffalo
office were £517,000, The elerk hire amount-
ed to $65900. The amount paid carriers
was $113,000. The amonnt paid the General
Government was £329,93+.  The population
of Cleveland is 26G1,000. The zross receipts
of the Cleveland Postoffice were $519,000.
Their elerk hire was §65,000. They pnfd to
carriers $104,654, and the General Govern-
ment received $343,000." i
Clalms of 1he Investigators.

Mr. Scoit refused tq discuss the differsnce
in the amounts paid for clerk hire in offices
of about the same gross receipts, incomeand
classification, The reformers claim that
they will continue their inquiry and inves-
tigation until they get some definite infor-
mation on the subject. It is expected that
Postmaster McKean will be home from the
seashore within ten days

Asssistant  Postmaster Edwards when
shown Llle above yesterday szid: *‘As to the
charge that the ~ postoffice is usedas an
asylum for Quayites from out of the ecity,
we have not one man in our office who was
appointed at the personal request of Senator
Quay. Itistrue that two, and only twoe, of
the appointments made under Postmaster
MeEean are not residents of the county,
but they were appointed by the civil ser-
vice rule and they all stood tna reguired ex-
amination and were regularly appointed.
This is the faunlt, if there be any fault, of
the civil service law and not Postmaster

cKean,

Expenditures for Increased Facilities,

“There have been years in the pust when
the percentsge of expense was slightly
under the past year, but at that time the
business portion of the eity did not have
six deliveries a day, nor was there distribu-
ting elerks to meet the Eastern morning
mail at Altoona to have it ready for imme-
diate delivery to our finaneial institutions
in time for Clearing House purposes,
thereby saving many dollars to our people.

*We have more star routes than the
Cleveland and Buffalo offices, and handle
as much mail from which the office derives
no benefit as both combined of the same
class of mail. O coprse, it costs money to
do the work, but if the public demand in-
ferior service they can have it for less cost
to the Government.

“‘Chicago iz the only city west of the
mountains that gives as many deliveries a
day as the Pitisburg office, or exceeds it in
service,

““The so-called reformers call attention to
two cities of -the country which, on account
of location, ete., itis unfair ta compare with
this city. Take, for instance, the leading
cities and large towns of Pennsyivania,
which show the following ]Iementhge of
expense to gross receipts: Philadélphia,
52 per cent; Scranton, 59 per ecent; Read-
ing, 49 per cent; Pottsville, 65 per cent;
Corry, 64 per cent: Allegheny, 51 per cent;
Altoonae 55 per cent; Allentown, 52 per
cent; Easton, 67 per cent; Erie, 47 per cent;
Johnstown, 58 per cent; Wilkesbarre, 57
per cent; 'Will.inu:!irlon. 47 per cent; Lan-
caster, 44 per cent; Pitisburg, 42 per cent.

Proud of the Record,

“T4 is not necessary to confine ourselves
to this State, but the following report from
leading cities of the country shows that the
Pitubu.? office has made a record of which
it should be proud: Cincinnati, 41 per cent;
Boston, 43 per cent; Baltimore, Md., 57 per
eent; New Orleans, 42 per cent; Washing-
ton, 76 per ceat; San Franeisco, 48 per
cent.

“While in 1884 the percentage of expense
to gross receipts was 35 eent, under
Postmaster McCleary, the a istration of
Mr. Larkin found it mnecessary, under the
most economical measures, to increase it to
38 per eent, and this was at a time when the
whole city did not have the advantage of a
free delivery and the balance of the city less
deliveries they now receive.

AFTER A MANDAMUS.

Controller Grier Wan!s the County Com-
missioners to Pay His Counsel Fees—
The Proceedings of the County Courts
in Condensed Form, -

‘County Controller Grier yesterday filed
petition in Common Pleas No. 1 asking for
a writ of alternative mandamus on County
Commissioners Mercer, Weir and Boyle, to
compe] them to issue warrants for the pay-
ment of his counsel fees in suits concerning
county matters to which he was a party.
The amounts aggregate $741 90, and were
paid by Controller Grier out of his own
pocket to attorneys Robb and Fitzsimmons.
The cases thev were paid in were those of
Deputy Coroner Berry, Alex. McGunnegle
amr the suit of A. Gilfillan coucerning the
county depository. The Controller first
recites that in Jannary, 1891, the comimis-
sioners refused to orpanize with him as the
Salary Board. The Commissioners and
County Solicitar having retused to perform
their duties, he employed Attorneys Robb
afld Fitzsimmons, who proseented and won
the case. In this instance the Commis-
sioners issued a warrant and paid Robb and
Fitzsimmons' fee.

The next case was that of Robert Berry,

itioned for a mandamus to compel the
contraller to vay him fees for services as
deputy coroner. The OCommissioner's
neglected to contest this claim and the Con-
tro'ler employed Robb & Fitzsimmons and
won the case, thus saving the county about
£3,800 per year. The attortieys fee was £300,
which the Controller paidoutof hisown
pocket,

The next case was that of Alex. McGun-
negle, the elerk whose salary the Coutroller
refused to pay. The bill io this instance
was $150 anE was paid by Mr. Grier.

Will the Oak Alley Structure Ap-
pear in a Short Time. '

A COMPLETE CENTRAL STATION

Is Fast Euperseding the Well-Enown
House of Worship

WILL BE READY WHEN IT IS KEEDED

The old Oak Alley United Presbyterian
Church is fast losing the appearance of a
house of worship. Workmen's tools are
rapidly transforming it from a spiritual
home for the religiously inclided to a tem..
porary abode for the disciples of erime.
Like a “lightning change'* on the stage the
alteration from a church toa police station
will come. i \

In place-of s minister interpreting the
laws of God will be a police magistrate ex-
pounding the laws of man; in place of the
mourners’ bench will be 8 room of gloomy-
cells; the ginging of psalms will be suc-
ceeded by the elanking of iron doors and
maudlin eries of inebriaied men and women;
where courteous ushers once directed de-
vout worshipers to their pews armed ser-
geants will lead their prisoners up for.trial
Instead of good old orthodox tood for the:
soul there will be 26-cent meals from Philip
Flinn's. There will be services every morn-
ing, presided over by Magistrate Gripp,’
concluding with a collection to which
many of the congregation must give, not
according to their ability or willingness,
but rather the nature of their crimes. All:
those who attend will be given a free ride
to the place.

Will Be Completed on Timse.
The new Central station will be ready by.

April 1, when the present one must be |

vacated by the cjty. To do this, however,,
requires quick work anda large force of

men, Operations are being pnshed .as
mpid&y’ as possible in view of the fact that
should the work not be completeg by the

time the old station on Diamond street must
be nbandoneé &ll priseners from the lower
section of the city would have to be cared
for at the Eleventh and Twelfth ward sta-
tion houses, causing considerable inconveni-
ence. But this is not likely to ocenr, ns
Architect Bickel, who has charge of the
work, says it will be finiched and ready for
oceupancy by March 29, as the cohtriot re-
quires :

In its many details the new station will be
muei more complete and better adapted for
its use than the present one. Chief Brown
xave the subject a zreat deal of study,.and
the plans were made according to his idea
of what such a place should be. As a re-
sult, the structure will answer as well for a
locknp as though originally built for such,
The whole place is beine remodeled and
only externally will it bear any resemblance
to what it used to be. Even in that there
will be a great change.

Separate Entrenes to the Cell Room.

One of the best features of the change
will be the entrance separation of the prison
and court rooms. In the present station
house the only entrance to the former is
through the latter, often causing great in-
convenience. This trouble will be obviated
at the new place by separate entrances for
each. The rear of the building will be used
entirely as a cell room with an entrance on
the side to which the patrol wagon can be
driven through the wvard. Prisoners will
never be taken in at the front door. This
entirance to the cell room will have two sels
of iron doors with a vestibnle hetween.

Iusidg-wlill bé twnfmlvlrs of cells each twﬁ
ranges high, ne of the upper rapges wi
be used egtirely for wumen.‘Pltamcells will
fade a corridor next the wall and totally
shut out from view from any of the other
celle They will also be reached by a separ-
ate stairway, and will not have to pass be-
tween long rows of cells occupied by men.
There will be 28 cells inall. Men are at
work now laying a floor of heavy slabs of
stone six inches thick in this room, sfter
which the eells will be erected in short
order. A big skylight has been put in the
roof to make the place more cheerfigl

A Much Belter Court Eoom.

The court room and & private room for the
inspector will occupy the center of the
lower floor. The former will be 22x38 feot
in dimensions, with a door leading from it
to the cell room where prisoders ean be
taken in and out for the hearings. In front
will be a_vestibule, with & small room to
the left for keeping papers, books, ete., and
on the right a stairway leading up to the
matron’s department.  The latter will have
two cells of detention, a large room with
beds for the sick or lost, or others not un-
der arrest; also bath room, closets and other
conveniences, ; .

The building is 40x64 feet in size, making
s much niore roomy place than the one now
in use. tI]n uidit}.’ioll: ﬂ:en is lhlmlu struc-
ture to the right belonging to the p .
